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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 5-6, 53-58, 94-102 and 106-120, drawn to a device for managing 
respiration of a patient, classified in class 607, subclass 42. 

II. Claims 71-74, drawn to a method of comparing characteristics of a breath 
to desired characteristics, classified in class 600, subclass 529. 

III. Claims 121-122, drawn to a method of controlling partial pressure of 
carbon dioxide in the patient's blood, classified in class 600, subclass 538. 

IV. Claims 123-127, drawn to a device for providing stimulation with 
information from an intrinsic breath, classified in class 607, subclass 42. 

V. Claims 132-140, drawn to a method for providing stimulation with respect 
to basline inspiration duration, classified in class 607, subclass 42. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I & IV and II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the process 
compares a characteristic to a desired characteristic, while the apparatus senses the 
information. 
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Inventions I & IV and III are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the process 
controls partial pressure of carbon dioxide of blood and does not provide stimulation. 

Inventions I & IV and V are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the process 
delivers electrical stimulation to the patient with respect to baseline inspiration duration. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different modes of operation. Invention II uses sensing to 
determine information corresponding to a characteristic and comparing the 
characteristic to a desired characteristic. Invention III controls the partial pressure of 
carbon dioxide in the patient's blood and does not employ sensing nor does it determine 
and compare a characteristic. 

Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
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does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
a sensed signal related to "an inspiration duration different from an intrinsic inspiration 
duration form an intrinsic breath". The subcombination has separate utility such as 
treatment device that delivers electrical stimulation to the patient with respect to intrinsic 
inspiration duration. 

Inventions II & III and V are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
combination does not require a sensed signal related to "an inspiration duration of a 
respiratory cycle with respect to a baseline inspiration duration". The subcombination 
has separate utility such as treatment device that delivers electrical stimulation to the 
patient with respect to baseline inspiration duration. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently 
found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. 
See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or

divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

A telephone call was made to Susan Schmitt on May 1 1 , 2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
